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ORDINANCE NO. 86-16 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTIONS 2, 3, 7 
AND EXHIBIT "A" OF PALM BEACH COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 

84-5, WHICH PROVIDES FOR THE CREATION OF FIVE (5) 

MUNICIPAL SERVICE TAXING UNITS IN THE UNINCORPORATED 
AREAS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF PROVIDING IMPROVEMENTS FOR ROAD AND STREETS, 

STREET LIGHTING, WATER SERVICE, SEWAGE COLLECTION AND 
DISPOSAL, AND DRAINAGE, TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION

WHEREAS, under the provisions of Ordinance No. 84-5 there is 
created five Municipal Service Taxing Units in the unincorporated areas 
of Palm Beach County for the purpose of providing improvements for road 
and streets, street lighting, water service, sewage collection and 
disposal, and drainage, and 

WHEREAS, said units are funded through legally available income 
or other source of funds, attributable to the respective taxing units, 
and 

WHEREAS, when funds are attributable or generated from the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County as a whole it is appropriate to 
provide the ability to fund such services in the entire unincorporated 
area, and 

WHEREAS, based upon the foregoing it is necessary to create an 
unincorporated-wide municipal service taxing unit. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 
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Part I - Section 2 of Ordinance 84-5, entitled "Creation, Purpose", is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 2. Creation, Purpose. 

"Av There is hereby established five (5) Municipal Service 
Taxing Units, pursuant to the authority granted in Section 
125.01(1)(q)(r), Florida Statutes. Said Municipal Service Taxing Units 
shall be known as "Municipal Service Taxing Units No. 1, No. 2, No. 3, 

No. 4, and No. 5, respectively, and may be alternatively designated as 
"Municipal Service Taxing Units A, B, C, D, and E, respectively, each of 
which shall consist of a specific portion of all the unincorporated area 
of the County of Palm Beach as described in the legal description for 
each of said five (5) Municipal Service Taxing Units, as set forth in 
Exhibit "A" attached hereto and Incorporated herein for all purposes. 
There is also hereby established an additional Municipal Service Taxing 

Unit, to be known as "Municipal Service Taxing Unit Unincorporated¬ 

wide No. 6," which shall consist of the entire unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County, as set forth in said Exhibit "A", and may be 

alternatively designated as "Municipal Service Taxing Unit 
Unincorporated-wide F." Each of said Municipal Service Taxing Units 
(hereinafter referred to as Units) shall consist of the specifically 
described portion of all unincorporated areas of Palm Beach County, 
except for Municipal Service Taxing Unit Unincorporated-wide No. 6, 

which shall consist of the entire unincorporated area of Palm Beach 

County, excepting all municipalities, as said municipalities now exist 
and as said municipalities may from time to time be changed in accordance 
with law. The purposes of each of said Units shall be to provide within 
each of said corresponding Units, street and road Improvements intended 
to facilitate the passage and control of vehicular traffic and 
pedestrians, and to provide street lighting and street illumination so as 
to further promote safety and convenience of travel in, upon, along, and 
across said streets by vehicular traffic and pedestrians, and other 
improvements and facilities described in Section 8(E) of this Ordinance, 
and other purposes incidental hereto, pursuant to this Ordinance and in 
compliance with law. 
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Part II - Section 3 of Ordinance 84-5, entitled "Governing Body of 
Municipal Service Taxing Units" is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 3. Governing Body of Municipal Service Taxing Units. 

The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, shall 
be the Governing Body of each of the taxing units created by this 
Ordinance. All references to the Board of County Commissioners or 
Municipal Service Taxing Units herein shall be deemed to Include both, as 
appropriate. The term "Taxing Unit" as used in this ordinance shall be 
deemed to refer to each of the five—(5^ six (6) units existing under 
Section 2 hereof, unless specifically Indicated to the contrary. 

Part III - Section 7 of Ordinance 84-5, entitled "Trust Fund" is hereby 
amended by amending subsection A thereof. 

Section 7. Trust Fund^. 

A. There is hereby established five—(5^ six (6) Trust Funds, 
one (1) for each Unit, hereinafter called "Trust Funds" for the purposes 
of this Ordinance. Except as otherwise provided in Section 33, all 
special assessments and service charges collected pursuant to this 
Ordinance for improvements hereunder shall be deposited into the 
applicable Trust Fund. The Board may levy ad valorem taxes in each of 
said Units to the full extent permitted by general law. Said tax 
proceeds shall be deposited into the applicable Trust Fund. The funds on 
deposit is said Trust Fund shall be used for no other purposes than as 
provided under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 
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INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 


The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 
The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
